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House Okays 
Bill To Hike 
Social Security 


W ill Boost Benefits 
$5.00 Per Month; 
To Cost $300 Million 


WASHINGTON, June 17—</P)— 
The House today g av e its final 
approv al to legislation increasing 
social security benefits at least $5 
a month for the 4*6 million Amer­ 
icans now receiv ing pay ments. It is 
ex pected to cost about 300 million 
dollars a y ear. 
A roll call confirmed y esterday ’s 
tentativ e v oice v ote of approv al 
and sent the measure on to the 
Senate. 
Speaker Ray burn ordered the 
roll call at the request of Rep. 
Ford (R-M ich.). 
The measure’s passage got many 
House members off a bad politi­ 
cal “ hook” on which they were 
snagged last month when they v ot­ 
ed 
against 
a 
similar 
identical 
measure. 
Since then, the bill had been 
modified to meet objections of j 
some members that it bore the 
seeds of socialized medicine. 
Sponsored 
by 
Rep. 
Doughton 
(D-N.C.), the measure would raise 
social security pay ments by an 
estimated 300 million dollars a 
y ear. The bill calls for: 
1. A monthly increase of $5 or 
12 Vz per cent, whichev er is larg­ 
er, in pay ments to retired persons 
already on the rolls: 
2. A $5 monthly boost abov e the 
present formula for persons who 
retire in the future; 
3. Proportionate increases for 
wiv es, widows, children and other 
beneficiaries of the sy stem; 
4. An increase from $50 to $70 
the amount of earnings a retired 
person may obtain monthly and 
still 
receiv e 
all 
social 
security ; 
benefits; 
5. A freeze of the social security I 
status of totally disabled persons— 
so their retirement benefits w ill1 
not be diminished by a calculation 
of their non-productiv e y ears in 
figuring their benefit pay ments. 
It was the last prov ision which 
set off sharp criticism of the bill 
by the American Medical Assoc­ 
iation and Republican leaders as 
a step toward socialized medicine. I

WASHINGTON, June 17— (/P>— 
The House today gave its final 
approval to legislation increasing 
social security benefits at least $5 
a month for the \ xk million Am er­ 
icans now receiving payments. It is 
expected to cost about 300 million 
dollars a year. 
A roll call confirmed yesterday’s 
tentative voice vote of approval 
and sent the measure on to the 
Senate. 
Speaker Rayburn ordered the 
roll call at the request of Rep. 
Ford (R-Mich.). 
The m easure’s passage got many 
House members ofl a bad politi­ 
cal “hook” on which they were 
snagged last month when they vot­ 
ed 
against 
a 
similar 
identical 
measure. 
Since then, the bill had been 
modified 
to meet objections ol 
some members that it bore the 
seeds of socialized medicine. 
Sponsored 
by 
Rep. 
Doughton 
(D-N.C.), the measure would raise 
social security payments by an 
estimated 
300 million dollars a 
year. The bill calls for: 
1. A monthly increase of $5 or 
\2\k per cent, whichever is larg­ 
er, in payments to retired persons 
already on the rolls: 
2. A $5 monthly boost above the 
present formula for persons who 
retire in the future; 
3. Proportionate increases for 
wives, widows, children and other 
beneficiaries of the system; 
4. An increase from $50 to $70 
the amount of earnings a retired 
person may obtain monthly and 
still 
receive 
all 
social 
security 
benefits; 
5. A freeze of the social security 
status of totally disabled persons— 
so their retirement benefits will 
not be diminished by a calculation 
of their non-productive years in 
figuring their benefit payments. 
It was the last provision which 
set off sharp criticism of the bill 
by the American Medical Assoc­ 
iation and Republican leaders as 
a step toward socialized medicine. 
The measure would allow the 
Federal Security Administrator—

benefits; 
5. A freeze of the social security 
status of totally disabled persons— 
so their retirem ent benefits will 
not be dim inished by a calculation 
of their non-productive years in 
figuring their benefit paym ents.

With the Senate having pass­ 
ed 58-18 an amended version of 
the Defense Production Act, ex­ 
tending most controls until March 
I, 1953, and the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency having 
reached an agreement on a con­ 
trols act, Congress moves nearer to 
adjournment and as of the past 
weekend leaders in the

were still trying to close before 
the National Conventions. In this 
case it is up to the Senate for the 
House can always adjust its sched­ 
ule to meet any adjournment date.

This new law gave increased 
benefits to unemployed workers to 
help keep pace with the high cost 
of living. Last year the average 
weekly benefit check to an eligible 
unemployed worker amounted to 
$16.11. The average benefit amount 
today is $18.61. Maximum duration 
for which a jobless worker may 
claim 
unemployment 
insurance 
also was extended from 20 to 24 
weeks. In the first three months 
of 1952 unemployed workers re­ 
ceived benefits totaling $4,770,239 
for 256,301 weeks of joblessness. 
The new employment security 
law also provided lower tax sched­ 
ules. Here is how that works: 
Liable employers reported tax­ 
able wages paid to workers in the 
first three months of 1951 total­ 
ing $573,886,713, and paid $7,032,- 
460 in unemployment insurance 
taxes under the old rates. The first 
quarter in 1952 employers reported 
taxable wages amounting to $615,- 
314,851 and paid $3,154,043 in un­ 
employment i n s u r a n c e taxes. 
T hat’s $3,878.417 less than they 
paid a year ago, despite the fact 
their taxable wages were up $41,- 
428.138 over those of 1951.
